In America boa] tics are so li-.-.lc felt or cured 
for, that as Baon as a man nuds that his orops arc 
diminishing in quantity and quality from tho exhaus- 
tion af the soil, he sails hla farm nnd settle^ upon 
another in the Great ^Vestein Country, from whence, 
Dwiug to lilt; uneoiullEd facilities cf cummuni cation 
either by water or by railways, he has no difficulty in 
sending his produce to market. Here, however, the 
settler who has purchased, his land, cleared nnd fenced 
it. nnd built his house upon It, Is loth to lain It to 
encounter tho work of tho bush ; neither can be in the 
present state of thn means ef communication venture 
to settle nimselfatnnvgre.it distance from his prin- 
cipal maricl, fur fesr that Ilia produce should lo left 
on hla hands. Tho farmer in Now South Wales has, 
therefore, but two alternatives before him : ho must 
either continue his slovenly system of cultivation, and 
submit to the gradual deterioration o£ tho property 
which be has purchased, and to a cortnin extent 
mado i or ho must, by the adoption of a better system 
secure to himself and his cb lid ten the possession of an 
estate whose value will iacreasc from year to year, and 
upon which ho may reasonably espend both labour 
artd capital.

If our ogificuliute is at a loiv ebb, what hive wo to 
say of that which furnis in these colonics a distinct- 
branch idtogetlicr ef rural econDmy—Imenn the breed- 
ing of stock, sheep, cattle, and herscs. Here evidence 
is shown of the greater attention which has been paid 
to the irnprOY-Qmcut of breeds "especially as regards 
the .sheep? but there is mctch yet to he done 
even oi regards these, for which the encourogoment 
and assistance whien can be afforded by tho 
Society -will be most valuable, while any person wtio 
inspects the cattle which ore brought into Sydney for 
the supply of the population, or who look a at the 
miserable animals which compose the teams of iba car- 
rion) on the different roads, will bo farced to admit 
that there is much room for improvement in the breeds 
bf both cattle nod horses. 

f will not, however, enter at greater length into nn 
examination of iho results of our agricultural E y stem, 
1 have said enough to prova that there is room fur vnry 
great i'mprevem.ent.'.tind I look hopefully to the efforts 
of the present Society in furthering the introduction of 
such improvements of the nature ef which X propose 
now to attempt a sketch. 

I may remark, however, as an introductory caution, 
that tha agriculturists and horticulturists must be 
looked upon as producers of articles for sale, that is, 
'as men who having invested capital in' a certain trade, 
have aright ta look to the profits of that trade for :: re- 
turn of the usual interest upon that capital, any im- 
provement, therefore, which, may he snggefltcd, must 
ho submitted to an Brithmetieal test; tho result of the 
.improvement must be shown in suohan increase in the 
quality of tho produce, or in stloh a diminution la the 
cost of bringing it to market, as may fully recompense 
tho gardener or farmer for any additional outlay of 
capital or labour, whiuh ho may ■ have expended, in In- 
troducing it. Subj est to thia proviso, I will now point 
out the various modes in, which the agency of tho 
Society may be mido/most useful to the horticulturist 
and agriculturist.

In America 
whore labour is dearer then in England, though not

The experience of onr kindred should nol ho lost 
upon us either as a warning or an example, wo should 
avoid that destructive sysumi of cropping our land 
wlieh has produced ouch evil results wiih them, and 
we should turn oairattantiontotho application of every 
kind of mechanical substitute for manual labour, 
which we can diacovcr. The fiuit of such application 
will bo greater with ua thou with them.

Here, 1 coneelve, the present Society may offer most 
useful assistance. In the urst place, through lis publi- 
cations, it may make known the character and coat of 
the various machinery in use in England and 
America. 

; In ths second place, it may off« prices for tfie beet 
tnncliiucry of various kinds oxhihited at its' shows.' 

In tho third place, it may-should itba thought ad- 
visable to establish a model farm— intmdueo and oi- 
pGriinE^it np^n the varione kinds of machines, and" re- 
port the result for tto benefit of the public. 

In Iho fourth place, it may press upon the Govern- 
ment and tho Legislature tho advisability of appro- 
priating a certain sum annually towards tho importa- 
tion of machinery of various kinds, which machinery, 
after having bean publicly exhibited tor a certain time, 
might be sold by auction, and tliaproctsda applied to 
the importation of additional end different machinery. 
It would, indeed, be of the utmost importanee in this 
eoontry, whore mechanical skill, owing to the limited 
demand for it, has not developed liself to any extent, 
that s mechanical museum should be formed, where 
working machines might ho depoBiled for inspection, 
and where the mechanics of the colony, having before 
them tho principle of the various machines, may learn 
l^wodify theaa to suit the peculiar circumstances of 

In Sngloni, science lias been called In to tho aid of 
oiduvBtlon. Tho character of tho different soils has 
been inTcstigoted by the chemist I their apnliojbility 
in diucrcnt, descriptions of product determined ; their 
derects made known. Science has shown to tho far. 
rrjcr the reasons for many of the practices Tor which ho 
was indebted to experience ; nnS it hos also, l„ many 
instan ces, shown blm the oily of persisting in a course 
of sctlou which, although warranted by prescription 
has lied nevertheless in many instances moat injurious 
effects. 

It will be fbv the Society to make known to the pub- 
lic the results which have been already obtained in 
other countries from a skilful idnptntien of the dis- 
coveries of science lo tho wants of the cultivator of tho 
soil, and to press upon ilia colonists in general tho 
advantages which will result fron* tbclr adoption, 

Manure is scarce ; the labour of applyingit isprent. 
It will be for tho r'ocietv to call the atten tion of tile 
gardeners and f: rmtrs to tho different chemical sub- 
stances which eoatain in a small bulk (and which are, 
therefore, easy of -Transport) all the elements which 
their soil may bo deficient. II will bo for the Society 
to call thn attention of the public ta tho wasteful man-

NiTTJKiLj-jY enongh, the "Virginia policy" tri- 
umphed, through a seeming concession. The 
famous .Missouri ComproiruBa was adopted, 
which sacured to free inaUtutlnns all that part of 
the territory fjaderl by France north of SS-30 
north latitude, not included within the limita of 
the state of Missouri. By this conaprotniBo Elav«T]r 
was oiioe more lecognisBcl, in defiance of the 
piincipie of tho fJonslitulioii, aa.an inetitultan 
which could be extended, while it was. at the 
earns time condemned as an institution not.flt to 
be indeftnitclv ejileiided. Moreover, thin inson-. 
aistent compromise gave to slavery B U tlte beet 
lands and most propilious climates of the French 
cession. Still, inconsistent as it was and unjirat 
to the North, the Northern States seem to have 
accepted the 11 Missouri Com promise" as a final 
limitation of Blaveryvand the current of Ameri- 
can polities subsided into tho twin monpl aces ol 
political economy. 

Meanwhile the free labour of the North and of 
Europe eitisnded its conquests jearly to tha 
West. Tha alive labour of the South waa tar- 
ried into the let tile (antral lands of tha Miaais- 
lippi valley. New Slave 3 tateg were formed and 
admitted without queetion. New Free States 
followed them, not ao rapidly, but too fust for 
the satisfaction of the Honthern leadere, who 
were ceaselessly at work to fortify their peculiar 
institution on every aide. In the jonr which 
saw Missouri admiltsd ta the American Union, 
Mexico Established bet indepBadenes of Spain. 
Eight years afterwards she manumitted all he* 
slave). Alrnoet immediBt«ly upon tho adoption 
of thia measure by Mexico, General Jaclison, 
thethen President of the United States, offered 
to purchase of her the province of Texan ; and 
this proposal, rejected by Mesicrj, waB rc- 
jienled hy the Ameriean aoiretnment at different 
limea through six yean, Meanwhila, as Mesico 
would not sell Teans, tha Soathern atates re- 
aolved thit she fjhould forfeit it. Meiico, by 
her absurd and intolerant administration of the 
previncs of Teins, afforded her dangerous neigh- 
bours a pretext for assistine; their friends, op- 
pressed byli papistical and avaricious frovern- 
mont. Of the army which defeated the Meii- 
San .President at San Jaolnlo, in April, 1836, 
fifteen, sixteelhs were Americans fresh front the 
South-western States, Texas became indepen- 
dent, and in 1337-appiied to America forarlrnis- 
aion into the Onion: The American Secretary 
of State effected a treaty of annexation in 18-14, 
on the espresa ground that " tho establishment 
of on independent government a o near the Slave 
States, forbidding the existence of slavery and 
spcakinp; out languge, could not fail to produce 
the most unhappy effects !" This language 
certainly strikes un aa extraordinary, when 
coming from the representative of a republic one 
half of the members of which ware in exactly 
the "unhappy" condition of TexaH ! It ia im- 



beon brought about- in tho character of the 
American Government ; and wo cannot suggest 
n more forcible illustration of the fact which we 
sre endeavouring to set Before our readers than, 
is afforded by the contrast between the language 
used hy Mr, Jefferson, of Virginia, in HrM/in 
respect to the conterminous north-wcstcm terri- 
tory of Virginia hers»lf, and the language used 
by Mr. Upshur, of Virginia, ta 18-14, in respect 
to a territory far removed from the (l&yehoMmg 
States of the crijjinal confederation. We are 
content lo appeal to this single fact in support 
of our Blalctnent, that history has recorded few 
changes of sentiment eo profound and'eilcnsive 
as that which sixty years have aufliced to hrintr 
about in tho United States. 

Mr. Upshur's treaty was rejected hy the 
Senate on the ath of June, 1? W. " The public 
mind," says the Hon. Mr. Palfrey, of Mania- 
chusctla," was not yet prepared for so enormous 
a mermure." Tbot the publio mind was not so 
" prepared " is to he ntlrihuted in no slight de- 
gree to the efforts of tha distinguished Dr, 
Chinning, whose celebrated letter to Mr. Clay 
on the Texas question no man can how read 
without wonderina that it should not have 
completely effected the noble object of its au- 
thor, so prophetic is it of every consequence 
that followed the " enormous measure" for 
"Which the public mind of America w&i "not 
jet prepared " in 1B44. Butt all the machinery 
of American politics was instantly set to work 
" to prepare the pobli; mind," It V aa loudly 



natural friends, would throw herself into the 
artne of " perfidious Albion." The instincts of. 
the unthtaiting multitude wcro appealed to in 
behalf of gallant fellows of their own blood, who 
bad whipped the Mexican a and longed to cstend 
the "area of freedom." Tho " Convention" sys- 
tem was successfully worked to the same end. 
This system, which has been a powerful engine 
in the hands of the Southern politicians, dates 
from the nomination to the presidency of Mr. 
VanBuren in 1 £30. In the earlier days of- the 
Itepublie -the election of President waa made 
Soiio by the Electoral CLltege. Thia col- 
lege, composed of persons chosen ia the several 
States for that purpose, meets at the seats of 
Government, and dapoaita their vote a by Sliat&s.* 
Each State expressed its choice of a candidate 
for the presidency through, the electors whom it 
had freely selected. But, as rvo have said, the 
democratic party, after obtaining control of the 
government, became more federal in. its theory 
of administration than the federaliatahad been. , 
Its Southern leaders soon saw tho necessity of 
concentrating the control of the party as much 
aa possible in their onin bauds ; and with that 
object ths " Convention" system was invented. 
This eyetam introduced o, positive change into 
the manner of Presidential elections, and subor- 
dinated the constitutional electors to the irre* 

sponaible nominating committee of the 
Convention. Tho Convention h summoned by 
the party leaders at Washington ; deludes to 
any number are chosen by the party in the 
different, Stales. They ineot in Convention 
durins; the session of Congrcaa, and at somo 
point not inconveniently far from the capital ; 
there, under thepresaureof open andof clandes- 
tine influences, they nominate a presidential 
candidate for their party. For this candidate 
the doctors subsequently chosen are considered 
to be bound to give their votes, and actually do 
give their' votes, in the Convention of June, 
,184-t, Mr. Polk was nominated, aa a friend to 
the annexation of Texas, or rather to the "re- 
annoxalion of Texoa;" for such. . was the 
audacity of the party proposing this measure, 
that they did not' riesitate to declare that Texas 
had oricioaliy made a part of the territory ceded 
by Spain to France, and uftcrsrarda hy France 
;tO America. ■ 

The opposition to the annemlion of Texas 
throughout the l ? rea States was warmer and, 
jTnore resolute than might have been expected. 
;The Legislatures of- various northern Stales, 
and especially of 'Ohio and Massacbujottfl, 
passed votes re-affirmtng the declarations made 
by statesmen like Mr. Qulncy, on the occasion 
of the admission of Louisiana, that the States 
could not be bound by any treaty so unconstitu- 
tional. .Though the opponents of the treaty 
were stigmatised as "Abolitionists," — bi name 
which has always been as dreadful in decent 
Northern ears ns the.namo of " Chartist" in the 
oaia of English men— and though tho commer- 
cial classes were alarmed by the Southern 
.thraat-of 11 disunion," yet the most eminent 
Northern statesmen (and Mr. Webster among 
the number) did not shrink from exposing the 
real bearings of tho case. Judge *Storj had 
made known his intention of again appearing 
before the people to denounce a step ao fraught 
with danger, but was taken, frem his friends and 
his country in tho midst of ths contest. But, 
as usual, the North at last give way. The 
vote on tho bill was hurried through Congress 
under the operation of the u previous question,", 
and toe net of annexation was consummated on 
the 22nd ot December, 1843, ths anrtiverjary 
af tha landing of tho pilgrims at 
Plymouth, in New England. By 
thia not the South gained two senators, with 
the creation in posie of four mora Slave States, 
to be iu time erected out of the tetritory of 
Texas. The annexation of Tanas was speouiiy 
followed by the war with Mexico, r?h:ch was a 
great indirect gain to the Southern policy, by 
exciting the thirst of conquest among the lower 
classes of the Northern population. The popu- 
larity of this war may be inferred from the well- 
known fact thnt many American politicians and 
l&wysra accepted commissions, in i Iu- army, and 
went to gather vobee on the battle-field. It was 
in this .way that Mr, Pierce (without, we be- 
lieve, any serious exposure of hia parson} won 
bis general's epnulettoa, and eventually bis 
presidential dignity. It is to ba feared ihat the 
lesion then learned by the chiefs of that policy, 
as to the value to themselves of a war of con- 

C otten" 1 ' Ma ' U VCTr Ukelr 10 hS ' 
The Mexican war resulted ia tlio acquisition, 
by the United States of a territory five times as 
large as the kingdom, of Spain. tVithin this 
territory slavery had been expressly abolished 
by the Government of Mexico ; yet, when it 
was proposed to reaffirm tho Ordinance of 1?BJ 
in relation to that territory, tlio democracy arose 
in their wrath. . Per two years tbete raged in 
the United States the most prolonged and ex- 
ciling cooteat thnt had yet beeJ known upon 
tha queaiiaa of.the exclusion of slavety from- 
the territories surrendered by Mexico. During 
these two yeais the gold discoveries of Califor- 
nia, by drawing into that ttrritory an immense 
influx of labouring men from all tho counlries of 
tho world, fJtaclically settled the question in 
respect, of that portion of the disputed arsa. 
California organised heiself ns a Stats, adopted 
a free constitution, and appeared for admission 
at: the. bar of the American Congress, in the 
pcrBon of her Hist senator, Colonel Fremont, 
Her I admission was resolutely ooposed hy the 
Sou it ; as resolutely the North refused to give 
to the remaining territories conquered from 
Mexico any organisation at all, unless with a 
proviso excluding slavery. The matter teemed 
to have corao to an issue, when iho North again 
succumbed. Mr. Clay, of Kentucky, who had 
drawn up the luckless Missouri Compromise, 
came forward with a new panacea of peace Ho 
proposed " 1. To admit California without 
mention of slavery. 2. To establish govern., 
ments in the rest of the Mexican territory, with- 
out restriction as to slavery, a and 4, To fix 
tho western boundary of Texas ou tho Uio 
Grande, and to adopt a portion of the debt of 
Texas, on condition that she should relinquish 
her claims to New Motion, s. To declare it 
inexpedient to abolisli slavery in the district of 
Columbia. 6. To declare it inexpedient to 
continue the slays feasts in that district, 1. To 
provide for the recovery of fugitive slaves ; and, 
B, To declare that Congress has no power to 
prohibit or obstruct tho slave trade between tho 
Slave Stales." Upon the amaaing inconaistancy 
between the aixth and the eighth provisions of 
this extraordinary Act, nicknamed in America 
the Omnibus Bill, no one seems to have re- 
marked, 

r The monstrous nature of the seventh provi- 
sion, for the recapture of fugitive slaves in tho 
Free States, Soon absorbed the entire attention, 
of the country. The compromise raeaaurcB were 
passed mainly through the defection of Northern 
men ; and the unfounded claiaia of Tesas to' 
which President Taylor, himself a Southern 
man, had declared thai he would never yield, 
received tho aapniion of President Taylor's sue- 



seasor, the Northern Vice-President Filmore. 
The calmest and most sober accounts of the 
manner in which these measures were passed are 
almost incredihle: it is hardly too much to say 
that they seem to hhve been enacted into laws 
in the midst of an orgy of hribery, violence, fear, 
and clamour. Their Itfchaa heen as stormy as 
their birth. The bill which was to heal the 
breach be tweet) the North find the Bouth has 
made that breach' more wide and sore than ever- 
The Fugitive Slave lVa-w, by bringing the slave 
within the immediole circle of Northern sympa- 
thies:, seems for the first time to have awakened 
iho population of the North to the realities of 
slavery- Clergymen from their pulpits, Judges 
from til e bencb, denounced it. Its execution 
tvaa opposed with vioUnce ss well as with words ; 
slaves were rescued from their claimants in open 
oourt, and sent off to find a shelter beneath the 
flag of England in Canada. Boston, the 
ehief oity of New England, the birlhplaca of the 
Republic, was garrisoned with marines ; cannon 
were planted in her streets, end her Court House 
was surrounded with chains, in order that a fu- 
gitive, arrested with a fictitions warrant, and 
under cover of the night, might bo carried back 
to slavery openly through her streets, between 
files of armed men. That nothing might hs i , 
wanting to the diagraca of tlie Puritan city, the 
chains which kept out her own citiiens from her 
courts were lifted hy the Federal officers to 
atraapers, on the mere aononncemsnt that these, 
.tvoro "Southern gentlemen." 

So passed on the interval belivecn the enact- 
ment of the second "compromise" and the 
"NubraBka-Kansas" ugitalbn. In tho year l&Si, 
Mt. Pierce was elected to tho presidency. 
Although nominaled by a convention in which 
Southern influence, aa usual, largely predom- 
inated, Mr. Pierce came into power quite un- 
trammelled by any public pledges. Ha was a 
man almost without antecedents, and seemed 
free to administer the Government in such a way ■ 
as to reconcile the jarring sectinns of the Union, 
inflamed as the Northern feeling had been, it . 
wis beginning to grow calm; and. the disposi- 
tion of a proapsrous nnd industrious people to ■ 
ncquieeee in the existing state of things did not 
fail to manifest itself. The Fugitive Slave I,aw - . 
might easily have been allowed to drop into a 
dead letter ; for it was found wholly ineffectual 
to protect Southern interests, and tho extreme 
Southern rneu had treated it with contempt from 
the very first. But Mr. Piarca seems to have 
surrounded himself with the fiercest of 
Ihe Pro-slavery party, and to have lent himself 
to till their plans, domsatio and foreign. 
Fill i bus carers Itke M. Souia wcro appointed to 
represent the American people at tho Courta.or 
'Europe. Tha notorious frameis of the " Ostend"' 
Circular"' were all Southern men with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Buchanan, whoso adhesion on 
that occasion to the policy of his Southern col- 
leagues doubtless contributed not a' little to re- 
commend him to the "Nominating Convention" 
at Cincinnati. The President exasperated 
Northern feeling nfresh hy renewed attempts to, 
execute the hateful Fugitive Law; lie kept the 
country in a state of constant iraensineea by hia^ 
vacillating policy in respect to Cuba, upon which 
itheohiefa of the extreme Southern party seem to- 
have set their hearts bb soon na their hopes were 
defeated in California ; and finally,, in 185*; ha, 
let loose upon his country the- tempest which, 
now threaten to overwhelm her institutions. In 1 
'January, 1854, Mr, D ouglas, of fdm'cis, norriin.- 
ally a Northern senator, but^ hlntsslf a large 
'slaveholder, and an ambitious leader of the 
Depioerattii party, brought forward a hill for the 
orginiaahan of the north-western territory of 
Nebraska. Thia bill provided for tbo (epeal of 
the Missouri Compromise, and laid dciwa that- 
whatever state or states should be formed out of 1 
the territory might " be admitted, with orwiih- , 
out slavery, as their conititutions should pre-, 
scribe." ■ ■■ ■ .. ■ ■ " ..4 

The pretext offered by Mr. Douglas for this' 
repeal was a, plausible one ; that tho Conalila- 
tion had left the regulation of all Uioir: internal' 
affairs to the Slates, and therefore, infersntially, 
to the territories also. -But unfortunately for 
this pretext, all the great Constitutional authori- 
ties of America had decided iu favour of .the. 
absolute contrjl of. Congress over Territories" 
and over Slavery beyond (he borders of [he 
States in which it existed from the beginning. 
Judge Story, in a celebrated case, had decided 
that the Constitution had given Congress this" 
complete control over the relatione of SlaTety 
bstween the States, and the Southern Justices! 1 
of the Supreme' Court had found fault with his 
decision, because it went to eettls for' over in the 
hands of Congrcas. the power of which Mr.' 
Douglas's Bill was intended lo deprive them. 

■From Mr. Jeffersoa's ordinance of 17B4 to 
this bill of IBS*, what a step! At the birth of ; 
the Itepublie, the delegate of a akvoholduig ' 
State expressly lays it down, as tho permanent 
policy of the Union, that slavery shall be con- 
fined to its then existing limits ; [hat it is not 
and never aball be recognised ns an institution 
to be encouraged, or even to ha permitted to 
grow. At the expiration of just seventy years 
from that august lime, wo find a senator of one 
of the - Free States distinctly declaring that in tha 
ayes of the American Itepublie, Slavery and 
Freedom are of equal worth ; that where the one 
goes the other may go ; that the nation which 
professes itself io be the guardian of human 
liberties holds liberty to be no better, than 
bondage. 

The commonts which it might not become ua 
to make upon this declaration have been made in 
abundance hy the people of the Northern States 
of America. 

Tho Nebraska Bill was passed on the 4th 
March, 1854, tho territory having been, divider 
and Kenans organised under the samo prasiiions. 
The pasaaga of the bill (which- Jtnd heen secured 
in a great measure by the activity of the Presi- 
dent himself) excited the utmost indignation and 
amazement throughout the North. The South 
had broken its plighted failh, slavery had in- 
vaded the territories of freedom, and sober runlet 
Norlhern men, who had before refused to be- 
lieve the attitude of tho South to be dangerous, 
now began to doubt. Tho South left them no 
time to dissipate their doubts. The emigrants 
from the Notth and West, whn hastened into 
Kansas on [he organisation of tho territory, 
found tliemsetvcs met et the ballot-boxes, be- 
fore which they assembled to exercise tboir rights 
as freemen, by hands of armed men from Mia- 
eeuri, who had poured over the frontier to "se- 
cure Kansas to slavery." ' '■ '

Tiro rejection -of the Electoral and Representa- 
tion Systems Amendment Bill was, we presume, 
exjiected by all parties. The Eame reasons 
urbiflh made it necessary to postpone the land 
question pointed to this CDurea in reference to a 
subject of [(reiter moment, ' We presume the 
ubject Df the authors of thia meusure was to 
place on racord their views, and it is only to be 
regrettcil that they have not chosen to do so' 
through some other channel, a.nd in a less public 
r-xpGOiive form. The Minister! are taunted with 
the punchy of their meaaurce, and the number 
of their rnstponomenta ; but the time will come 
when the public will learn by what tactics they 
have been deprived of the chance of pushing on 
the business of the country. Wseks of the 
session have been consumed in speeches mode 
without any practical object save tlie filling a 
column of the newspaper. 

Mr. ForwiEit, who acta as organ to Mr. Jotrss, 
gracefully divided the credit of this bill. Mr. 
Joheb generally entitles himself to respect by 
the'sfreighlforimrdnasa and candour of his pro- 
ceedings. We have not always, indeed, been 
satisfied that lie 1ms not yielded up the conTie-' 
tions of his mind for mere party objects, but 
such is not hie besetting sin. His. conduct 
appears in this, as in most thingE, .to advantage 
With the leaders, who shirk lbs responsibility of 
a direct svowai ; w bo— being unwilling to 
"launoh away " into the democratic system, yet 
desirous of retaining their reputation as its pro- 
selytes — avoid the touch-stone. Like safe 
generals, they keep open their communications 
with the rear. The people have, however, an 
instinctive appreciation of all shams ; they knew 
perfectly well the game whioh is playing, and 
wc are tolerably certain that they will gome day 
show that they know It, If, however, "the 
lead*r[i^ like Mr. Mr/nn^Y on the land ques- 
tion, U&d appeared in their places, and stated 
boldly that they were not prepared then to 
assent to the principles of such a bill, and there- 
fore without compromise of their opinions, that 
they wero determined not to give them in a crude 
and premature expression, they would have 
acted with something like political honour. But 
it is all alike — tee hive seen ■ •' a leader" notori- 
ously in favour of a measure — (lay the Judges' 
Salatie? Bill)— committed to it by every moral 
obligation ; yet at the moment of division pop 
his head in at the daDrof the - Houeb, and then 
bolt ; we Bay too hau semi this, and appreciated 
the pluck and honesty it displayed. 

For the same reason that we approve the direct 
avowal of his opinions on the subject by Mr. 
Josks, we are glad that thei opponents of his 
view, met them with a negative. On thia 
subject ihttt shojcld he rio Mistake* 
If wa believed that Mr: ' Joms" had 
taken the tight Miwdpoiiit — that hia funda- 
mentals were sound and true, we should go 
with him without reserve ; bnt, in common with 
many others, we deem tham utterly unsound, 
and in operation unjust and most oppressive, 
and therefore we are glad they were met. on their 
own merits, and rejecter), 

Unrjuestionably r/ii's ij the great battle-ground 
of the fntute ; we shall be obliged to take our 
side, and fight it ont. Mr. Fousieb, in modest 
imitation of Lord EnorjorrAir. in his famous ' 
peroration in the Reform Dill debate, set Up for 
a prophet, and gave the House to understand 
that some terrible catastrophe - would ensue on 
the rejection of hie idea. nut there 
is no grievance in this oolony which any, 
save a drunken'feol, would think worth breaking 
a window for. If the people .of this colony wish 
for a bill like that rejected, they have only to 
turn out the present, or any other Ministry 
opposed toit- Hrigland— saving imperial righlB— 
will doubtless permit us, if wo think proper, to 
transfer all electoral power to the people of Turban 
Creek. It is on tho future our policy will tell- 
when both the parties now aiming at power will 
pass sway, Mr. Joiras' scheme of lepteaenta- 
tion is population. It is population only. It 
cannot exclude property, because where there 
are people there will be property — hut his 
scheme ignores it He Is inconsistent with him- 
self. Every electoral division is a departure 
from, his own rule, The true principle of his 
system would prescribe on< electoral body. The 
will of the people would then be the will of the 
major!/ua( the whole. There ia therefore still a 
card w bich he does not hold. In Fiance (hey have 
several times constituted the whale nation one 
electoral body ; the Inst result of this one elec- 
toral body and universal aufTroge vtss — the 
Empire. Thia was the most perfect example of 
tho population basis, ever seen by the world, 

Thia is Mr. Jonas' theory—not of course his 



the m^urtry. It matters not whether the majority 
be one or one hnndred thousand. Wo dare oay 
in practice he does not go quite so far, ha is not 
prepared quite for this, but there are Borne who 
are prepared. 

The object of a constitution is not to Hive the 
ascendency to the majority of one, bat to pro- 
tect tho interests of sit. ft jj remarkable that 
those who are for giving political power to mere 
numbs™ hold another great principle— that 
people should be tased according to their pro- 
perty. The majority of every community are 
those who have no property, whioh can he 
assessed or taxed; but they ore, accordintf to 
this system, to have the absolute power over 
property, even five hundred miles off, beitmgine. 
to other meo. Mr. Joites aayi, if » thousand 
men in Sydney bs? taken, they will be fouad to 
possess ns much an a thousand men anywhere 
else. If you give, therefore, the same electoral 
pc-fler, you equally represent property. JJut 
the people who have the property are tho 
minority, and therefore they are as much est- 
oludoil, so far as property is concerned, as if 
they were disfranchised. It is ridiculous to 
pretend that properly, as such, in this ease is 
represented at all. Some men of property may 
be, hut by accident only. 

We ara reminded of tie story of two neigh- 
bours, the rich and tho poor i Quoth the rich 
man to the poor man— who had a light table 
and n heavy family— "Be of good cheer, 
Heaven never sends mouths but It 
sands victuals to feed them." " True * 
anawcrs the otheT, "but it has sent the 
victuals to your house and tho mouths to mine." 
There would, in a given dbitrict, as Sydney, ha 
a certain amount of wealth, and a certain num- 
ber of members, and therefore properly would 
be represented ! It is difficult to believa that 
Mr. Johes can be deluded by such a fallacy, 
A largo mass of tho nitizenj— two- thirds at 
least— have now no representation. The persons 
who sto chosen are, with more or less intensity, 
their scorn and aversion. Their views btb 
expressed only by members whom the Sydney 
representatives taunt as (he eneraiesof tho people. 
Were wa inclined to muke population ihe oasis 
of representation,- we should still denounce the 
mode o f its cal culalion by its advocat; s. Th e value 
of -representation i s to be measured hy its actual 
practical force. This is well known hy those 
who often act with Mr. Johes. They calculate 
On getting out tho present Ministry upon the 
difference between nominal and real representa- 
tion. They say so many members resid*nt in 
the city and its districts, will yield attendance oft 
debates in such and such a proportion to the 
country members. The difference bctrTeon tie 
power of attendance is thus on essential differ- 
ence between one and om in political arithmetic. 
Now it it quite obvious that if population were 
the sole basis, and the number of members be 
given in 'proportion to the census, the great city 
will have a great preponderance beyond its share 
even with a population basis. We do not en- 
pect a clique to recognize thia fact. ' It would 
appear to there, a sutfitiant answer, .that the 
people in the country may, if they 
prefer it, come into the city. If, 
however, tho country members overlook 
this difference between one and one 
they deserve tho political emasculation which 
awaits them. 

The population basis is thus clearly un- 
equal end unjust. What ia really requisite 
ia the representation of all interests, The 
decided will of the great body of the people 
must prevail; it must override all interests, 
however groat and however sacred. But 
the advantage of a Constitution—of electoral 
divisions and the representation of interests, is, 
that change requires time. There is time 
for discussion; tho whole facts can be brought 
out ; tho influences whioh lead men to waive 
theory, to retract an opinion, or to postpone the 
gratification of a desire, can be brought into 
play. Thus brute force can he bent before 
reason, and the remonstrances which are lost 
in the hattlo of faction oan he heard in tho 
senate. _ Representation of real interests must 
take Into account a thousand things 
besides numbers. These are of uncertain force, 
and subject to variation from time to time. We, 
therefore, look forward to a measure of adjust- 
mont noit session ; but if We ara not mistaken 
the country members will reject any scheme 
which would make the complexion of (he Assem- 
bly dependant on any Bunch whieh might he in 
the eseendanL 



Ii seems that thegrandprojectof Captain Claxke 
for introducing magnificent railways into Yictoiia. 
has met witii a little check. The Legislative 
Assembly has demurred to endorsing the scheme 
with _ its approval, ond, without absolutely 
burking It, has detained it for a more minute 
and sitting examination. A ponderous hlue- 
book, containingrall the evidence in existence as 
to railways ia Victoria, with a report thereon by 
Captain CiiKKE, was placed before kon. mem- 
bora to enlighten them on the topic, but the 
evident? was not arranged in the mast per- 
spicuous manner possible,, if we are ta 
judge from the descriptions of it given 
by those who conscientiously endeavoured to 
master it. Mr. O'Skanasst condemned it as 
chaotic — >a condemnation which was re-echoed 
hy , a succeeding speaker ; another member 
stated that tho impression produced on his mind 
was that .it must have been compiled out of the 
waste paper basket; while Mr. Mickik de- 
clared .that any one used even to the driest read- 
ing would bring on a brain fever by attempting 
to reed the whale of the correspondence, and 
that be himsolf as a matter of se rety had stopped 
short at tho middle. Not having the blue-book 
hefora us, wa cannot 6ay whether the character 
thus given to it is deserved. Possibly the Go- 
vernment, in its anxiety to put before the 
Parliament everything that has been 
written on the subjecti and not ta amitj anything 
the omission of which could be complained of, 
has bnuud up together a quantity of worthless 
correspondence, for the sake of some hints or 
explanations that it may involve. But what- 
ever may be tho nature of the evidence, it ie 
such as, in Captain Cisjike's opinion, to beat 
out the conclusions in his report, and to j ustify 
tho resolutions fie submittted to the Assembly, 
These resolutions wo have already printed, and 
it is therefore only necessary to say, that Cap- 
tain OiifcitE is opposed aleogeth«r to the cheap 
American syatem of railways, as really -costly, 
and unsuited to the wants of Victoria, and disa- 
grees altogether with the views put forward on this 
point by Sir Whi.:.%» Sehison; that he denies 
that the trunk railwaya of tho colony can be 
judiciously left to private enterprise, and that 
he recommends the Qovernment immediately 
to commence two lines, one from Geelong to 
Baliaarat, the other from Melbourne to Mount 
Alexander and the Murray, the two lines being 
together two hundred and two miles in length 
and coating altogether £7,i2i»,T5i, or about 
£3G,000 a mile. The least important part of 
thir, work, namely, the line from Sandhurst to 
Kchuca, will he the cheapest, aa the country to 
traversed is nearly level, and. tho fifty-six 
down the valley of the Campaspa is es- 
,d to cost only £14,000 a mile. If this 



part is deducted from the schema, the rest of it, 
namely, tho line (torn Melbourne to Sandhurst 
and that from Geelong to Ballaar.it, would 
average about £52,000 a mile. Captain Ciaiexb 
asked the Assembly to initiate this actiekie by 
voting a loan of a million and a-half sterling for 
the first year in order to break ground, but the 
Assembly hesitated to acquiesce. Though not 
at all disposed to think or speak disparagingly 
of the present condition or proapects of Victoria, 
they could not be brought to glow with the 
same ardour as the StrBvETOB-QnTiEiiir,, or 
adopt his sanguine expectations and decided 
opmiErtls. They started doubts and difficulties, 
They doubted whether the estimated seven 
millions would not reach ten, and even more, 
before the work was completed; they doubled 
whether it would be. wise or eccnomicsl to trust 
n Government Board with the expenditure of so 
large a sum; they doubted whether private rail- 
way enterprise was altogether a failure, regard- 
ing the circumstances which bid hitherto made 
it so in Australia aa exceptional ; they doubted 
whether the money could be all borrowed, as 
imagined, at five par cent., and whether the 
revenue could conveniently bear the pay- 
ment of tho interest if the works Bhoukl yield 
no profit j they doubted whether, in the absence 
of a spec a] importation of navvies, the labour 
could bo cunvecieotly spared from other pur. 
suits; th y doubted whether a style of railway- 
making whioh was good enough for America, 
Would not be good enough for Victoria, and they 
regnrded it as somewhat hazardous to invest 
such a large sum of borroncd money ia making 
railways to localities which might be largely 
deserted by the present population fire years 
hence, as soon as the railways were completed, 
by the superior attractions of some auriferous 
discovery in a neighbouring colony or in some 
remote part of the same colony. And im- 
pressed with these feelings they declined to give 
a decisive yea or nay to tho resolutions, but remit- 
ted them to a select committee for rigid investi- 
gation. Captain Cubes had no option but to 
acquiesce, though evidently with an apprehension 
that hia project would coma back from the 
committee eodly disfigured. Ho endeavoured 
to nominate e committee of twenty members, but 
was obliged to accept one of fifteen chosen by 
ballot. Tho report of this committee will bo 
looked for with interest. That they should 
report against railways is impossible. They are 
an aekno wledgcdaeccseity. fiailwayaofsome 
sort or other, and constructed under same 
auspices must be made. But if the committee 
can point out how economy can be effected 
without loss of efficiency, they will reader an 
inestimable service to the colony. 

The speech of Captain Ciauke, in which he 
defends and expounds his syatem, though highly 
interesting and displayinrr considerable ability, ia 
too lengthy for us to reprint, Wc, therefore, 
content ourselves with quotings few paragraphs. 
Touching the function of the State, he says :—

GOLD ITJIY BILL. 

Mr, DEAS THOMSOfT moved the ascond rcadirii 
of tho Gold Duty Bill. He .aid the mcmuro 
contemplated a considerable change in tho 
gold tcgulalions s>f the oolony, by making thorn 
anntiigaua to those of Victoria, which, having Tjeon in 
operation for a considerablp period, wure found to 
operate beneficially. Via export duty on taw gold it 
wca iiropescd to make two-aJid-aiKpence, and the duty 
on standard gold tivo-and-Lhrccp^ncE. Tha raw gold . 
prDdaoad til bntlL eolonina was [IiuiiiI to be above trio 
standard, and, as In lids colony tliEro wers the means 
cf ascertaining tlio ntucdard, It was thought only 
proper to make a ditfeionca in tho duty imposerl, 
There was, besides tills duty, the miners- right, and a 
Customi duty in manufactured articles, nnd it was 
thought that those threa duties would be suf- 
ftmcnt. The proposed duty was moderate, amounting 
only to threa par cent, on tho entiro valus. Seeing 
the Celdin its natural state won the property of the 
public, he (lid not think that thii was a heavy charge 
on thoio wha obtained tho prcciomt ore flora tha place 
of depo.lt. It might be said lhat tha duty was a tna 
on labour, bat it was ns natural llmt the digger should 
pay something for the privilege of digging, as that 
ilia anuartcr sliouta pay for the graas of the soil, Ono 
great odvantfigc of thfl bill ire. thnt it woutd OSfiimi- 
latc tho fold regiilationa of the colony to those of Vic- 
toria. There could he no doubt but that this was one 
of the rnattera in which it was desirable 
that an assimilation of laws with tlio 
neighbouring colonies should bo oarrici 
Into euhct. Thuj, doubtless, would not bo carrierl 
out SO ivell 33 when a federal eyslem of government 
bad boon adapted ; but when ho first took a Beat in 
tlat House ho Poland out tho advantages whitliwould 

mirpoae of Biransitie such matters as tho gold rcgu.

Mr, LUTIVYOHE said ho had the strongest objec- 
tion to thu proposed ta^, on tlio greiiiid tbnt it was to 
be raised on an unsound: principle, All takes on. e*.
